CONTROL MARKET 


General Advance in Junior Trans- 
portations; Representative Is- 


sues Inclined to React 


New Yoik, May 24 — The stock 


market's initial response today to the 
lower freight rates ordered by the In- 
terstate Commerce commission took 
the form of a general though moder- 
ate advance In junior transportations, 
while lepreaentatue issues of that 
class were inclined to react.

MAY ABANDON NORMAL LINE 


Xotlco of Intention with Request for 


Approval Filed Tuesday wltlt Public 
Service Commission—City and In* 
forested Taxpayer* Entitled to Be 
Represented nt Hearing. 
The following press dispatch of yes- 


terday from Albany brings to resi- 
dents of Oneonta definite notice on the 
part of the local trolley company of 
a step which It Is understood had*T8ng 
been under contemplation: 


Albany, May 24. —The Southern 


New York Powei and Railway coror- 
atlon today made application to the 
Public Service commission for approv- 
al of a declaration of abandonment of 
a portion of its route In the city of 
Oneonta, 


"The company desires to abandon 


that part of its line in Oneonta begin- 
ning In Church street at the Intersec- 
tion -with Chestnut street and then 
running northerly along Church street 
to Church ana Center streets, thence 
easterly along- Center street to the in- 
tersection of Center and Maple streets, 
thence northerly along Maplo street 
to tho end ot the present car line just 
south of the Oneonta Normal school. 


"The company alleges that this por- 


tion of its route in Oneonta is no long- 
er necessary for the successful oper- 
ation of the railway and the con\en- 
lence of the public. 


"The directors of the railway at a 


meeting on April 5, 1922. passed a res- 
olution declaring the intention of tho 
company to abandon that part of its 
lino in Oneonta." 


An earlier step on the part of the 


company was a special meeting of the 
stockholders, held on April 16, at 
which such declaration of abandon- 
ment was approved. This is follow- 
ed bv the notice of Tuesday, submit- 
ted tor approval to the Public Service 
commission, and on which there will 
doubtlcsi he a hearing. No notice of 
such hearing has as yet been given, 
and the city authorities have not as 
jet received Vom the commission any 
notice or the filing of the decimation. 
As soon as it is definitely before the 
oily authorities, hoyevor, it will no 
doubt bo gl\en consideration, and the 
council and fiti2Cn f! v»ill ha%e oppor- 
tunity to express their views to the 
commission.

Chicago.—The first Bible printed In 


he United States sprang directly from 


national solicitation of funds in 


England and Wales la a manner some- 
what ailn to the Liberty loan drives, 
according to George B. Utley, librarian 
of the Newberry library here. 
The 


Ibrary has both the first American 
Jible and the act of the English par- 
iament which, led to It. 


The Bible was a translation Into 


the tongue of the Massachusetts In- 
dians. 
For years John Eliot, a Purl- 


tan fleeing from persecution, who land- 
ed 11 years after the Mayflower, had 
been sending back to England reports 
about missionary success among the In- 
dians. 
'' 


Ordered by Parliament. 


When the Puritans came into power 


found a friendly government, and 


n 1649, •within six months after Charles 


was 
executed, 
when 
Cromwell 


was supreme, parliament passed "An 
act for promoting and propagating 
the Gospel In New England." The act 
created a corporation consisting of 16 
Londoners, which thereafter carried 
on the work. 


But more especially It ordered "a 


general collection in all the countries, 
cities, towns and parishes of England 
and Wales." It required the minis- 
ters to read the act to their congre- 
gations and Instructed them, with 
others, to "'go -with all conrenlenj: 
speed from house to house to every 
one of the inhabitants of the said par- 
ishes and places respectively, and to 
take the ^subscription of every such 
person In a schedule to be presented 
to them for that purpose and accord- 
ingly at the same time to collect and 
gather the same." 


To Educate Red Brother. 


Better education of the Indians was 


also named among the purposes of the 
corporation. 
Twenty-five years later 


there were four Indian towns with 
schools in Massachusetts and "the 
praying 
Indians" 
there numbered 


4,000. 


Tills collection ordered by parlia- 


ment brought in about £11,000, It Is 
reported. 


Fourteen years later, In 1603. Eliot 


furnished 
the first complete Bioie 


printed in the western hemisphere. Its 
title page bears the lines: "At the 
charge an'd with the consent of the 
Corporation In England for the Pro- 
motion of the Gospel Amongst the In- 
dians in New England." 


The place of printing was Cam- 


bridge, Mass., where 23 years before

Bid in For $5,000 at Mortgage Fore- 


closure Sale at Davenport Yesterday 


—Last Chapter in Interesting Case. 


Davenport, May 23.— The sale by 


mortgage foreclosure of the J. R. Nes- 
bitt farm near FergusonviUe at Dav- 
enport yesterday ends a case which 
has been followed with intere^J by 
residents of that section for several 
j cars. The farm was bid in by Attor- 
ney James P. Friery of Schenevus, 
presumably acting for Mr. Nesbitt. for 
$5,000. 
The mortgagor was O. H. 


Cote. 
The farm was purchased by Mr. 


Goto from Roscoe Adee for $20,000 
on March 1, 1920. 
Mr. Adee took a 


chattel mortgage 
on the stock and 


tools to protect monthly payments of 
$100. 
Six months later, fearing that 


his mortgage was depreciating in val- 
ue, Adee seized the stock and personal 
effects and sold them, realizing about 
$2,500. The case was taken into court 
and on May 27, 1921, Supreme Court 
Justice McCann handed down a de- 
cision to the effect that Cote could 
retain possession of the farm and that 
the $2.500 was to constitute payments 
for the first 25 months ot the con- 
tract-l 
Later Cote restocked the farm and 


put the buildings in repair. 
But a 


short time later the stocTc barn burn- 
ed, destroying the entire dairy.

then let the farm go unworked-'and 
eventually moved his family to New 
York.

At night when signals are bo* 
ing received from distant stations 
the phenomenon! of "swinging" 
or "fading" glgualb Is often very 
noticeable and equally annoying.

It 
seems plausible to blame the 
trouble on reflection and refrac- 
tion of the radio waves.

Fading is not at all annoy- 
ing and seldom noticeable on long 
waves of the order of 1,000 meters 
or longer..

No well defined connection was 


found, during the tests mentioned, 
between weather and transmis- 
sion conditions. It may be pos- 
sible, however, that there is some 
connection 
and - that 
weather 
changes might somehow account 
for the longer swings of signal 
Intensity. As has been said, fad- 
ing does not occur at the normal 
transmuting range of a station 
to any great extent, and then only, 
usually, when transmitting con- 
ditions are very bad. At shorter 
than normal ranges swinging 
may occur if conditions are very 
bad Indeed. 
Interrupted continuous waves 


or voice modulated waves do not 
appear to have' any advantage 
over damped waves as far as fad- 
ing and swinging is concerned. 
This may be noted by receiving 
stations which are considerably 
too far from a broadcasting sta- 
tion .for daylight receptiSh.
